The third day of the National Repnblican 
Convention dawned with the leaders of both 
the rival forces still claiming success but 
haunted by the specter of doubt. They are 
not sure of their own prophecies. The night 
just passed was not such as to give cheer to 
the followers of either Blaine or Harrison. 

The estimates of the past week have, as 
delegation after delegation reported, gradu- 
ally given place to fact until the conclusion 
now forces itself upon the mind of every con- 
servative man that each of the two leading 
candidates is from forty to sixty votes short 
of a nomination. 

So, after all, the indications are that tht 
Tenth National Repudlican Convention was 
to be a battle royal, and that the Nomination 
is the property of no man, and that the feld 
is practically open to all the great leaders 
who have the courage and chivalry to enter 
into the contest. 

Ithas been a sleepless night for those in 
whose hands have been placed the destinies 
of the rival chieftains of the Republican 
party. Conferences innumerable, from mid- 
night todawn, have been held, and all the 
allurements known to political sagacity have 
been held out to wavering delegates to shake 
their allegiance to the candidate of their 
choice. 

The Harrison leaders profess to be still firm 
in the resolve to winif they can, but to go 
down if they must in voting for the distin- 
guished son of the Hoosier State, but the 
prolonged delay in positive developments is 
having its effect on the sober second thought 
among the more conservative men in the 
Harrison ranks as well as those of Blaine, 

Lhe chief anxiety with the Harrison man- 
agers now ts to force a ballot in order that a 
test of strength may be had and the fearful 
suspense and anxiety of the week brought to 
a close. 

The policy of the Blaine managers which 
has been one of procrastination and delay 
may undergoa change on the floor of the 
ball. There is no evidence that their candi- 
date has votes sufficient to effect his nomina- 
tion on the first ballot, and as their chief 
hopesin this contest have depended upon 
enthusiasm, they have feared that a failure 
to nominate their man on the first ballot 
might rerult in a reaction which all the 
magic of his name would be powerless to 
still. 

A belief shared by many on-lookers here 
and voiced by many delegates is that victory, 
if the test comes between Blaine and Harti- 
pon, will perch upon the banner of him who 
holds the biggest purse. There fs little dif- 
ference in the estimates of votes, so far as 
the Northern States are concerned. The di- 
vergence comes when the South Is reached.

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He Tells-of thé Quarrel That Led to 


JOE BERGER, HIS VICTIM, QUARRELED 
WITH HIM AND STRUCK HIM. 


He Flourished a Kutte to Keep His As 
sailant Away and Berger Ran In on 
It—He Says He Spent a Night and Day 
in Carondelet Park — The Inquest 
Braun Held. N 

Wm. Braun, the man who killed Joseph 

Berger at John Krey & Sons’ pork-house at 


No. 21Bremen avenue last Tuesday evening, 
gave himself up last evening and is now 


lockea up at the Four Courts. He is 
a young, full-faced, round-headed, un- 
dersized man with a short brown 


mustache and a little patch of hair in front of 
each ear. He has his Sunday clothes on now 
and looks quite respectable. He understands 
some English, but cannot speak the lan- 
guage. When seen by a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter in Capt. Young's office this morning 
he was pretty badly scared and evidently 
realized the seriousness of his situation, 
Translated, his. story was about as 
follows: Joe Berger, Henry Meyer, Louis 
Walden, Herman Duhrman and myself were 
at work onthe second fluor of Joho Krey & 
Sons’ slaughter-house, at 21 Bremen 
avenue, on Tuesday afternoon, when 
Berger began a quarrel with us on 
account of the way we were sepa- 
rating the fat from the lean in the meat 
sides we were working on. He claimed that 
we were leaving too much fat on the meat 
and said that the foreman had given instruc- 
tions to leave no fat on it. He and Dohr 
mann first had some words and then he com- 
menced on me. I talked back at him and we 
both got very mad. Then he said to me: 
‘Bull, if you want to fight, come 
out in the alley.’ I wouldn't 
go out, however, and then he made 
atme. He laid his knife down and was going 
to whip me with his fists, but I left my knife 
in my hand. I didn’t want tofieht and didn’t 
to be Jumped on and pounded and I therefore 
held my knife and swung it back and forth in 
the air so that he wouldn’t dare to rush in on 
me, 
‘*THE KNIFE CAUGHT mu. 

eit was a small butcher knife, the kind we 
use for clearing the fat from the meat, and I 
held it n my right hand. He finally closed 
in on me, and ashe did so the knife caught 


him on the right side. It was a 
giancing cut and that is how it 
penetrated to the left side. The 


blade of the knife was, I suppose, three or 
four inches long. I didn’t intend cutting 
him, but he jumped toward me so suddenly 
that I couldn’t help it. Meyer, Walden and 
Duhrman were all there and can tell you 


that it happened just as 1 have 
tola vou. As s00n as Berger was 
cut, Meyer assisted him down stairs. If 


Berger said anything 1 didn’t hear him. He 
was bleeding from the wound and after get- 
ing bim down stairs they laid him on his 
back on the floor. Joe Holzhauer, the fore- 
man, told me to go home, that he 
had no further use for me, and I changed my 
boots and left. Iwentup to Broadway, No. 
8708, where I boarded, and changed my 
clothes and took a cable car and rode to Elm 
street, where I got off. I walked 

to Joe Morr’s saioon at 
South Seventh street and took 
a glass of beer and pretty soon George Ber- 
ger came along witha horse and wagon and 
I got in and rode out to Klein's saloon on 
Chouteau and Armstrong avenues with him, 
where I had another beer. 

SPENT THE NIGHT IN A PARK. 

„George is not a relative of Joe's, although 
they are both named Berger. George then 
went home and I went to Carondelet. I 
staid in Carondelet Park all that night. It 
was about 40’clock that I cut Joe Berger and 
it was 6 or 7 o'clock when I reached 
Carondelet Park. I wandered about the 
park ali night and all next day until 
5 or 6 o’clock last evening when I came up 
town again. didn’t know what to door 
whereto go. Ihadn’t had anything to eat or 
any sleep, and was all broke up. I guess it 
was about 11 o’clock when I waiked into Joe 
Morr’s saloon again and asked Joe for a bed 
for the night. He then persuaded me to de- 
liver myself up and we came together to the 
Four Courts. 

The prisoner said that he had never gone 
by any other name than Wm. Braun, and if 
any one had ever called him Joe Brenner or 
William White, aliases given him bythe po- 
lice, he was notaware ofit. He denied that 
he had killed a man before here or elsewhere 
and also denied that there was any love affair 
at the bottom of his trouble with Berger. 
He first met Berger about four months ago 
and neither had any cause to be jealous of 
the other. He came to St. Louis from Ger- 
many four years ago, he said, and had lived 
in no other city in America. He had worked 
in this rk-house almost the whole time 
that he had been in this country. He was 
a single man 2 years old and 
his home in the old country was at Flonheim, 
a village in Rhein-Hessia, Germany. 
father, a shoemaker, still lived there, as did 
also two sisters, one of whom was married, 
These were all the sisters he had, and his 
only brother lived at Belleville, III., and 
worked in a brewery there. 

THE INQUEST. 

The Coroner’s investigation into the stab- 
bing of Berger was held this forenoon, begin- 
ning at 10:30 0’clock. The first witness ex- 
amined was Henry Meyer. He testified that 
the deceased, Joe Berger, was a butcher, 28 
1 old, and came to America about thir- 

een years ago from Mayence, e 
fuss last 
cleaning Berger hit Braun 
and Braun cut him. Both men had knives at 
frst, but Bergen dropped his before he struck 
Braun. Berger wastryingto boss Braun in 
regard to cleaning the meat and Braun told 
him that if he was going to boss him he would 
— They quarreled for some time and then 

rger suddenly dropped his knjfe and struck 
Braun in the forehead. The next instant he 
Was cut, but the first he knew of the cutting 
was two or three minutes afterwards. Wit- 
ness then went fora doctor. That was all he 
knew aboutit. Henever knew the prisoner 
by any name except Braun. 

Henry Dohrmann then took the stand and 
testified through an interpreter, Mr. Max 
Stoehr. He corroborated the statement of 
the previous witness. The trouble between 
Berger and Braun was about the way Braun 
was cutting the meat. They jumped up as if 
to fight, but the witness and, others inter- 
fered down and went

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KEEPING TO WEIGHT 


The Trouble Some Jockeys Experience 
in Training Down. 
HOW REDUCING HIS WEIGHT HAS m- 
PAIRED M’LAUGHLIN’S RIDING. 


Fred Taral Now the Popular Jockey of the 
Bast—The Central AssociationA. A. U. 
Championship to be Held in St Louis 
Sept. 10—Western Athletes Who Were 
Expelled Reinstatel 


Ihe lot of a jockey whose bones and sinews 
have grown so that it is possible for him to 
keep down fo racing weight only by depriv- 
ing himself of every luxury and every com- 
fort, is a pitiable one, says Arthur F. Bowers. 
Such riders as James McLaughlin, William 
Fitzpatrick and others suffer actual torture 
and agony in their efforts to reduce them 
selves to a certain limit, and to restrict their 
weight when that Umit is attained. They 
have to remain on the verge of starvation, 
eating scarcely enough food to sustain. lite, 
for weeks in succession. Then, too, they are 
obliged to take long and weary walks under 
heavy sweaters, to exert themselves with 
great violence and generally to suffer more 
from lack of food than the pocrest 
day laborer, and to work more severely 
than the man who labors the hardest in iron- 
millis and glass factories. It would not be 
surprising if such privations and such suffer- 
ing should sometimes turn a man’s mind. It 
is certainly a matter of the greatest difficulty 
for boys and men who go through such ex- 
perience always to maintain a cheerful, 
amiable and philosophical disposition. Such 
painful efforts and such severe training are 
enough to sour and embiiter the sweetest 
temper. Every turfman remembers that 
Frederick Archer, so long the foremost jockey 
of e world, brought on a violent fever 
through his efforts to reduce himself toa 
point which he ought not to have tried to 
reach. He became delirious during this 
tever, and sbot himself when at the height of 
his reputation and success. He was petted, 
courted, praised, and applauded as no other 
jockey ever was in Engiand or in any other 
country. Mr. A. F. Van Ness, the owner of 
Morello, was anxious to secure the services of 
Fitzpatrick to ride his colt in the Great Ameri- 
can Stakes, worth $20,000. Morello was to carry 
118 pounds. Mr. Van Ness offered Fitzpatrick 
$200 to ride Morelloif he could get down to 
the weight, and $1,000 if he could win the 
race. Fitzgpatrick’s contract with Gideon & 
Daly obliges him to get down to 118 pounds 
whenever his employers call upon him to 
da so. But they had given Fitzpatrick notice 
several@ays before that they would not start 
any horse in the Great American. So Fitz- 
patrick, not expecting a mount in that race, 
had allowed himself to take on a few pounds 
of fiesh. When he received the offer from 
Mr. Yan Ness he made a desperate effort to 
get down to weight in time, but he could not 
quite succeed, and was compelled to abandon 
the attempt in despair after undergoing 
tortures only comparable to those of the In- 
quisition. McLaughiin’s health cannot fall 
to be impaired by his determination to keep 
himself at a riding weigut of 118 
pounds. He cannot now ride with his 
old vigor and force simply because 
he is too weak trom reducing. It is to be 
hoped that he will soon be able to restore the 
balance of his system, so that his magnificent 
jockeyship will shine forth with its old luster 
and giory. But during the Brooklyn meeting 
he was unable to do full justice to himself, 
end although heis under contract to Michael 
¥. Dwyer, Mr. Dwyer put up Taral on Long- 
street more than once when the weight was 
high enough for McLaughlin to ride. As was 
the case during the greater part of last sea- 
son, the demand for Taral’s services is live- 
lier than for those of any other 
jockey. He is in the greatest pos- 
sible request, and when Walcott & 
Campbell do not start a horse in a race, 
other owners and trainers tumble over each 
other in their eagerness to engage Taral. He 
bas been ridingin hisbest form this year. 
There has been no falling off from his suc- 
cesses in 1891. Hammton for a considerable 
period of last season was also in general 
ja vor, and owners and trainers were eager to 
employ him. But he is a peculiar lad, 
moody, sulky and sullen at times, and riding 
occasionally in a way that excites the 
amazement and indignation of the specta- 
tors. When he rode Ragna in the Clover 
Stakes at Gravesend he appeared to have 
made up his mind before going on 
the track that since Ragna could have no 

ssible chance of defeating Yorkville Belle, 
would not be worth the while of Ragna’s 
4 — to make any effort. lie certainly did 
make no effort, and it would have been well 
if the judges and officers of the ciub had put 
him through a severe cross-examination, as 
later they put Hayden, the rider of Longford 
in the ‘Brooklyn Cup, through a rigorous 
course of inquiry. But for same reason Ham- 
Uton escaped at that time. He ought to be 
more careful, or he may yet involve himself 
in 60 serious trouble that all the influence of 
lerre Lorillard, for whom he is first jockey 
and of Foxhal!l Keene, who has second call 
upon him, may fail to save him.
